Is it not enough to raiſe the Indignation of any Body that has the 


Spirit of a Man, and the Concern of a Chriſtian, to ſee the beſt 


and moſt glorious Church in the World, abus d and affronted in 


ſo inſolent a manner, as to have its Intereſt ſacrific'd to the per- 
verſe Humours of a paltry, illiterate, ſeditious Faction of Schiſ- 


maticks? To hear a canting, Fanatical Lawyer (and the worſe 
Fanatick for pretending to be a Churchman) plead for the ima- 
ginary Rights of the Diſſenters, againſt the real Rights of the Eſta- 
bliſh'd Church? For ſome of the V bigs, I own, will go to Church; 
but tis only to have an Opportunity of ruining it more effectually. 
They will ſometimes go to it; but never yet were known to Vote 
for it. The Difſenters muſt. not be diſoblig*d, even by an Act of 
Parliament, and that too to prevent the moſt” ſhameful Hypocriſie 
that ever was heard of. But the true Members of the Church muſt 


| 1 haraſs'd only for being ſo; they are inconſiderable,

their Mony goes for nothing towards the carrying on of the 
War. The Diſſenters muſt not. be made uneaſie, even by the ma- 
king of a moſt neceſſary Lam, by the Authority of the whole Le- 
giſlative Power; but the true Churchmen may be proſecuted, torn 
in pieces, and us'd no matter how, either without Law, or contra- 
y to it. So deſpicable is the Church! So. powerfal the Diſſenters! 


So much is the Toleration more worthy than the Conſtitutio n: 


- TheiPhigs indeed, by virtue of a Self- Contradiction, argue both 
ways about the Number and Power of the Diſſenters.

But with what Face can any Man pretend to be a Church man, 
who openly encourages ſo inexcuſable a Generation? A Generation 
condemn'd by all Churches of the Chriſtian World, whether Epiſ- 
copal or Prrsbyterian; and by Writers of all Denominations, from 
St. Paul down to Foby Calvin. A Set of Men, whoſe Schiſm (tho 
there may be ſome ignorant Well-meaners among them) is the moſt 
unjuſtifiable and unreaſonable that ever was heard of in any Age of 
the Goſpel ; and proceeds from Pride and Self-conceit, from Obſtina- 
cy and Perverſeneſs, from Singularity and the Spirit of Contradicti- 


on; from a fatious, turbulent, and rebellious Temper, from their 


hating Order, and loving Confuſion. Who are come to ſuch a Pitch 
of Inſolence, that becauie they are ſuffer'd to go unpuniſb d, (which 
by the bye, is more than they deſerve) they now preſume to think 
themſelves upon an equal Foot with the Eſtabliſh'a Church, and 
eyen to be qualified for Places of Truſt and Power; a thing unheard 
of in any other Nation of the World, that thoſe ſhould be in the 


*Z Government, who are not of the Conſtitution : Nay, who are ar- 


riv'd to ſuch a height of Preſumption, as to ere& a kind of Schiſe 
matical Univerſities and Seminaries of Scrupulous Conſciences ; 


\* contrary to all Senſe and Reaſon, in open Defiance to the Laws of 


the Land, even to that very Law by which their Toleratios it ſelf 
is granted. A Favour, by the way, which they would never grant 
to the Members of the Church, when they had a Power of denying 
it in this Part of Great Britain; and which They actually do deny 
them in another Part of it, at this very Day. They Perſecute Us 
There; and complain that They are Perſecuted Themſelves, becauſe 
They have not the Power ef Perſecuting us Here, In ſhart, a Set 
of Men, who by their groundleſs Separation are the Cauſe of all 
that Uncharitableneſs and Unchriſtian Rage of Parties, which has 


If | almoſt deſtroy d all Converſation among Us; and who have directly 


ar indirectly been the Authors of all our Troubles and Confuſions, 
trom the beginning of the Reformation to this very Day. 

This is Their Behaviour in Britain, where they have Toleration 
by Law; how is it in Jrelaud, where They have none? Why, in 
that Kingdom, eſpecially- in the Northern Parts of it, which are 
Jeopled chiefly by a Calony from Scotland, they are by the Counte- 
nance and Encouragement of the Vis, fo Impudent and Preſump- 
tuous,that in open Contempt of the Laws and Magiſtrates, they hold 
foriyal Aſſemblies, Claſſes and Synods, as if they were à Part of 
the National Conſtitution ; and this when ſeyeral, even of their 
Teachers have not taken the Oaths to Her Majeſty, and glory in 
packs motuling to do it; one of whom particularly, went into Scot- 
and, when the Pretender was ready to Land there: They abuſe the 
Poctrines and Diſcipline of the Church with all imaginable Rage 
end. Malice, Will not ſuffer is Members ſo much as to live in their 
N „N C 2 | Neigh:

Neighbourhood, threaten with Death, and actually aſſault the Epiſ⸗ 


copal Clergy. So that thoſe Who have the Eſtabliſhment of the 


Law on their ſide, are actually in a State of Perſecution from thoſe 
who are not ſo much as Tolerated by it; and to compare the Beha- 


viour of the Diſſenters there, with their Behaviour in Great Britaiu, 
they ſeem to contend and ſtrive with one another, whether they can 


be more inſolent with a Toleration, or without one. 


Upon the fame Principle of Hatred againſt the Church, the His 
have an, implacable Averſion to all Eccleſiaſtical Courts, ſuriſdiction 
and Authority. The Wealth and the Power of the Church, are 
two Things which they cannot bear: The one they would have in 


their own Hands, the other they would have in no Hands at al. 


By theſe Ways and Means the Eftabliſh'd Church is to be de- 


ſtroy d; and leſt. any Religious Party ſhould grow too ſtrong, this

What Name then is to be given to Men of theſe Principles and 
Meaſures? And under what Religious Diſtinctions ſhall We range 
them? The Church of England they hate; the Diſſenters of all 
Seas they deſpiſe, though they make uſe of them to ſerve their own 
Turn: Latitudinarian is too comprehenſive a Word for them, and 
may take in more Religion than they are willing to have. Though 
many of them profeſs Peiſm, yet they cannot properly be calfd 


Deiſts, without meaning ſomething elſe by God, than eitker Chri- 
ſtians, ewe, Turks, or Heathens, ever underſtood by that Word: 


They are, indeed, for a State of Nature, but without any Natural 


Religion in it. Whatever Queſtions, therefore, are put to them 


concerning their Faith and Worſhip ; the only Anſwer they have ta 


make, is That they are Whzgs, and by their Fruits we ſhall know
